Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of the annual audit 
and examination of the accounts of the Town of Meredith 
for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1952, which was 
made by this Division in accordance with the vote of the 
Town. Exhibits as hereafter listed are included as part 
of the report. 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Library Treasurer and Trustees 
of Trust Funds. 


Financial Statements 


Comparative Balance Sheets: Dec. 31, 1951-Dec. 31, 1952: 
(Exhibit A) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1951 
and December 31, 1952, are presented in Exhibit A. As in- 
dicated therein the Net Debt increased by $325,639.94 in 
1952. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit B) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 
Town during the year is made in Exhibit B, with the fac- 
tors which caused the change indicated therein. These were 
as follows:

Comparative statements of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1952, are presented in Exhibits C and 
D. As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit D), a net 
overdraft of appropriations of $7,806.79, less a net revenue 
surplus of $6,607.57, resulted in a net budget deficit of 
$1,199.22. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E) 


A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1952, made up in accordance with 
the uniform classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit 
EK. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 1952, 
is indicated in Exhibit F. 


Statement of Long Term Indebtedness: (Exhibit K) 


A statement of long term indebtedness as of December 
31, 1952, showing annual maturities of principal and annual 
interest requirements, is contained in Exhibit K. 
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Audit Procedure 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well 
as entries in the books of record. Receipts were checked by 
source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and expendi- 
tures verified. Book balances were verified by comparison 
with reconciled bank balances made from statements ob- 
tained from depository banks. Verification of uncollected 
taxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers 
as indicated by the Collector’s records. 


General Comments 


Current Surplus: 


It is noted that the Current Surplus (Excess of Total 
Assets over Current Liabilities) decreased during 1952, from 
$6,385.26 to $2,245.32, as shown by the following statement:

Town Treasurer’s Surety Bond: 


It is noted that the Town Treasurer’s surety bond was 
written for $5,000.00 in 1952. Inasmuch as the Town Treas- 
urer handled funds totalling approximately $350,000.00, ex- 
clusive of the sewer construction bond fund, during 1952, the 
amount of the surety bond is disproportionate and should be 
increased to $15,000.00 in 1953. 


Library Treasurer: 


It is recommended that the Treasurer of the Library 
adopt the use of a columnar form of cash book to provide 
for the proper classification of expenditures. 
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Conclusion: 


The accounts of the town officials which we examined 
were found in good condition and the accounting and financial 
procedure conformed to prescribed methods and procedure. 


The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, require that this report or a summary of its es- 
sential features shall be published in the next annual Town 
report. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Meredith for their assistance during the course of the audit.

Town Manager’s Report 


This report covers the highlights of the activities of the 
Town for the fiscal year 1952. The Selectmen and I had under 
consideration during the year many problems including the 
acceptance of new streets, sewer construction and necessary 
improvements to different areas. Further details concerning 
the operation of any department are available at the Select- 
men’s Office. Requests for information, suggestions and con- 
structive criticism are always welcome. 


Town Maintenance: 


The Highway Department engaged in a considerable a- 
mout of maintenance and construction work during the year. 
Some of the projects that were undertaken follow. Recon- 
struction of the old Center Harbor Road, or Barnard Road, so- 
called, was begun. This road was widened, gravelled and cem- 
ent culverts were installed at various points. Completion of 
the work can be expected in 1958. 


Considerable work was done on Pinnacle Park Road by 
widening and putting in new culverts and covering it with 
gravel. 


On the Wotanda Road, or Hubbard Road so-called, a 
serious curve was eliminated which has not only made the 
road safer to travel but also has enabled us to do a much 
better job of plowing. 


The rebuilding of some of these roads was undertaken 
by using Town Road Aid funds. These funds are matching 
funds with the State of New Hampshire contributing approx- 
imately seven times the amount raised by the Town. The 
work is under the general direction and supervision of 
the State Highway Department. 


A new drain was installed on Water Street; we used a 
metal bituminous-coated pipe which we hope will take care 
of the poor drainage conditions that existed in this part of 
town. Other culverts were replaced as required and some 
new ones installed in other sections. 


New construction was started on Eaton Parkway; wid- 
ening of the road, installation of new culverts and gravelling 
the surface were accomplished. This road was taken over 
by the Town in 1952. Construction of new homes has already 
begun in this area which indicates that this was a step in the 
right direction. This road should be completed within the 
coming year. 
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The usual program of resurfacing streets was under- 
taken with several roads being asphalted for the first time. 
Particular attention was given to hills, including the Joe 
Livingston Road, Edgerly School Road, the entrance to Veasey 
Shore Road and the Upper New Hampton Road. It has been 
found out in the past that considerable savings are made 
by treating our hills with a, covering of asphalt. It prevents 
the water from washing away the roads during heavy rains. 


Winter maintenance expenses rose sharply over the pre- 
vious year. The snowfall was one of the largest encountered 
in a number of years. It started early in November and con- 
tinued up until March. The storms required a great deal from 
our equipment as well as from our crew. Other towns came 
to us for help as did the State. It was just impossible to keep 
within the budget under such conditions, although an honest 
attempt was made. In the winter, we maintain approximately 
sixty-nine miles of road and try to keep our business section 
in Town as clear as possible for our businessmen and their 
customers. 


There were no replacements of major pieces of equip- 
ment in 1952. Our general expenses of the department were 
high, due to the amount of fuel and oil used in keeping our 
trucks operating throughout the winter months plus repairs 
and replacements of parts which had to be purchased to keep 
our equipment in operating condition. 


Parks and Playgrounds: 


A program has been instituted to improve our parks. At 
Leavitt Park, a permanent metal bituminous-coated culvert, 
sixty inches in diameter was installed which does away with 
the wooden bridge at the entrance to the park. A new road 
was constructed, making better parking conditions and a!llow- 
ing a greater area for picnicking. The area around this road 
has been cleared of underbrush and logs. New tables have 
been made by the highway crew and they will be put out 
this coming summer. 


A new park with parking space is being constructed 
at the rear of Roberts’ Store, the entrance to which will be 
from Route 3. The Town was able to buy this piece of prop- 
erty from the State for $1.00 for parking and recreational 
purposes. 


Steps will be taken this spring to improve the grand- 
stand at the Ball Park. 
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Welfare: 


Improved employment conditions and close supervision 
of cases made possible a reduction in expenses for welfare 
purposes. All requests for aid are investigated and checked. 
The Town’s share of Old Age Assistance is levelling off in- 
stead of increasing as it has in the past few years. 


Police Department: 


Activity in the Police Department increased and the 
department was called upon to investigate 174 complaints, the 
largest number being automobile accidents. Special officers 
were supplied this year more than previously due to increas- 
ed activities of the Chamber of Commerce and the extra pro- 
tection given school children wherever possible. 


Bonded Indebtedness: 


In 1952 the Selectmen and I agreed to reduce our bond- 
ed indebtedness ahead of time. The Town Hall notes which 
were due in 1953 were paid off and notes on the Follett Road 
for 1961, 1960 and 1959 were also paid to make a total of 
$6,000 for both issues. This was done in contemplation of 
the sewer bond. 


Sewer Construction: 


The construction of the Sewage Treatment Plant and the 
Main Pumping Station (Contract 1) began in May 1952. The 
contract was awarded to Samuel Aceto Company of Portland, 
Maine for $147,400.00. Contract 2 was awarded to C. Jius- 
tino, Inc., of Dorchester, Massachusetts for $119,905.00 and 
work began in the fall. Contract 2 included the sewers on 
Route 3, Winnipesaukee Street, Plymouth Street and part 
of Main Street. Both Contract 1 and Contract 2 will be com- 
pleted early this spring. Contract 3, which will include sew- 
ers on the remainder of Plymouth Street, Main Street, Lake 
Street, Dover Street, Lang Street, St. James Street and High- 
land Avenue, will come out for bid soon after Town Meeting. 
The system will be in operation this coming summer. 


Having given my resignation as Town Manager of Mer- 
edith to the Board of Selectmen to go into private business, 
I wish at this time to express my deep and sincere appre- 
ciation for the complete cooperation and support given to 
me by the Board of Selectmen, to the employees of the de- 
partments within the Town and to the residents of Meredith. 
I have enjoyed working in Meredith and hope that I have 
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been able to contribute to the well-being of the community. 
I would like to say I do not expect to sever my connections 


in governmental work and will do all I can to further the 
interests of our town.

REPORT OF SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
March 18, 1952 


The meeting was opened with prayer at 3:15 by the Mod- 
erator, Arthur F. Pottle, who read the Warrant. The business 
of the meeting proceeded under Articles 1 to 4 to ballot for 
officers. 


At eight o’clock the Moderator called the meeting to order 
to act on Articles 5 to 12 of the Warrant. 


Article 5. It was moved by Almon W. Bushnell and sec- 
onded that the salaries of the members of the School Board 
and the Truant Officer remain the same as last year. Voted 
in the affirmative. 


- Article 6. Upon motion of Carl A. Chase, duly seconded, 
it was voted to accept the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- ' 
mittees or Officers as printed in the School Report. 


Article 7. It was moved by Jane Ambrose and seconded 
that “Action” on Article 7 be deferred until after Article 10 
has been acted upon. Voted unanimously. 


Article 8. After an explanation by the Chairman of the 
School Board, Mr. Chase moved, and it was seconded and so 
voted, that the District vote to raise and appropriate under 
Article 8 those sums of money as are recommended and pre- 
sented in the printed Budget. 


Article 9. Upon motion of Robert 8. Prescott it was moved, 
seconded and voted “That the rules be suspended and that 
Article 9 be deferred until after Article 10 had been acted 
upon.” Voted unanimously. — 


Article 10. Following the reading of Article 10 the follow- 
ing motion was made by Mr. Chester F. Lord, and seconded, 
“T move that the School District vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) to de- 
fray the cost of acquiring additional property, construction 
and equipping the alterations and additions to the Lang 
Street School and the payment of the architect’s fees. That 
the School Board be authorized to issue notes and/or bonds in 
the name of and on the credit of the School District of the 
Town of Meredith as provided by and in accordance with the 
terms and provisions of Revised Laws of New Hampshire, 
1942, Chapter 72, and any amendments applicable thereto, 
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and that the discretion of fixing the time and place of payment 
and the rate of interest of such bonds or notes and the auth- 
orizing for the sale thereof be delegated to the School Board 
as authorized by Revised Laws of New Hampshire, 1942, 
Chapter 72, known as Municipal Bond Statute and as amended 
by Chapter 5, Laws of 1951.” 


After considerable discussion Mr. Chase called for the 
question and moved that the vote be taken by ballot. So 
voted. The Moderator appointed as tellers, Earle A. Welch, 
Marshall S. Hodsdon, John W. Beede and to check the check 
list, Marion W. Chase and Gladys S. Grad. There were 221 
ballots cast. 1 blank, 107 voted in favor and 113 voted a- 
gainst the motion. The motion was therefore declared lost. 


Article 9. Article 9 was then brought up for action. It was 
moved by John H. Ramsey, seconded and voted to rescind 
the votes taken at the Special District meeting held May 18, 
1951 under Articles 3 and 4 of the Warrant for said meeting, 
with respect to the acquisition of property; the building and 
equipping of an addition to the Lang Street School and the 
appropriation of money therefor and authorization for the 
issue of serial notes or bonds to carry out said vote. 


Article 7. Article 7 was then acted upon and on motion of 
Almon W. Bushnell duly made and seconded it was voted to 
pass the article. 


Article 11. The following motion was presented by Mrs. 
Jane Ambrose: “I move that the District vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $7500 and pay the same over into 
the custody of the Trustees of Trust Funds for the Town of 
Meredith for the establishment of a Capital Reserve Fund 
which Capital Reserve Fund is established for the purpose 
of defraying the cost of acquiring land and constructing of 
a new school building in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 160, Laws of 1948, as amended by Chapter 8, Laws 
of 1947. The vote was in the negative. 


Article 12. The Moderator then reported the count of the 
ballots under Articles 1, 2, 3 and 4 as follows: Total ballots 
cast, 273. Under Article 1 for Moderator, Arthur F. Pottle 
had 257 votes, Willard Grad 2, Burt Way 1 and Mrs. Adrian 
Marshall 1. Arthur F. Pottle having a majority of all votes 
cast was duly declared Moderator for the ensuing year. Under 
Article 2 for Clerk, Patricia W. Sage had 240 votes, Mrs. Rus- 
sell 1, Cordelia Berquest 2, and Sedley Bartlett 1. Patricia 
W. Sage having a majority of all votes cast was declared 
Clerk for the ensuing year. Article 3 to choose a member of

the School Board for 3 years. Sydney R. Batchelder had 137 
votes, Marjorie H. Piper 84, and Edward R. Goodwin 52. 
Sydney R. Batchelder having a majority of all votes cast was 
declared elected a member of the School Board for the ensuing 
three years. 


Article 8a. To choose a member of the School Board for 
one year. Chester F. Lord had 161 votes, Charles Thorn- 
dike 99, Raymond Hutchins 3, Dr. Pottle 1 and Marjorie 
Piper 1. Chester F. Lord having a majority of all votes cast 
was declared elected a member of the School Board for the 
ensuing year. Article 4 for Treasurer. Evelyn L. Watson 
had 250 votes, Burt Way 1, Sedley Bartlett 2 and Barbara 
Neal 1. Evelyn L. Watson having a majority of all votes 
cast was declared elected Treasurer for the ensuing year.

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Report of Superintendent and Principals 


Increased Enrollment 


During the past 25 years two factors, centralization and 
growth in population, have contributed to increased en- 
rollment in the Meredith schools. 


One by one, as the classes grew smaller in our outlying 
one-room buildings and parents preferred the facilities of- 
fered at the village, the rural schools have been closed and 
this year for the first time the District is completely central- 
ized. Bus routes bring pupils in from all parts of the town, 
and they are all housed in our two buildings. Meredith Cen- 
ter was the last of the one-room schools to close its doors, 
and this year those nine pupils are enrolled at Lang Street, 
where their former teacher, Mrs. Thomas, has a class of 26 
in grades 2 and 3. 


The actual population increase in our town has also con- 
tributed to larger school enrollment, and this year for the 
first time we have two full-time teachers in the first grade. 
The census seems to indicate that about 60 new pupils will 
be expected to enter each year from now on. 


If this rate continues, we shall by 1956 have two teachers 
in each of the first six grades, or twelve teachers for these 
pupils. At the present time we have about 240 pupils in the 
Lang Street School, and eight teachers are employed there. 
(Fifteen years ago, we employed nine teachers, six at Lang 
Street and three in the rural districts.) 


Limited Facilities 


To care for these eight classes at Lang Street, where the 
building was designed for six, we have remodeled two down- 
stairs rooms to serve as temporary classrooms. This makes 
our lunchroom quarters very small indeed....and when we 
convert our remaining basement space into another class- 
room next summer, the lunchroom will be eliminated alto- 
gether. 


The school lunch problem is also a difficult one at the high 
school, where we are using the home economics classroom 
as a school kitchen. As a possible solution to the difficulties 
in both schools, we suggest that the rooms now used for a 
superintendent’s office, at the Bixby house, be made into a 
central kitchen. From this place lunches can be taken in 
vacuum containers to both schools and served in the class- 
rooms. 
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For the past two years, our high school principal has 
divided his time and attention between our two schools. 
This year we have again employed a full-time principal for 
each building. This has made it possible for the teachers 
at Lang Street to conduct their own physical education pro- 
gram for grades one through six. For this purpose the nearby 
school gymnasium is available at certain periods each week. 


Another feature entails the principal’s organizing and 
teaching a remedial reading program; that is, an “‘extra help”’ 
program intended to improve the reading of pupils who 
have somehow missed various reading hurdles in the past. 
The pupils selected were those who from testing and obser- 
vation seemed most likely to benefit from the program. The 
program includes both group and individual instruction. The 
31 pupils (selected from grades 2 - 6) appear to be gaining 
in both reading skill and enjoyment. This concentrated train- 
ing is not suited to ordinary classroom work because it is 
most efficient with small groups requiring more teacher 
guidance than would be possible in the usual classroom sit- 
uation. Final measurement will give definite information 
about the success of this program. 


More playground space is still one of our greatest needs. 
We take turns using it at recess—which meang that it is 
difficult for those inside to study with a hundred pairs of 
husky lungs active just outside the windows. Then toward 
the close of the noon hour, when all the pupils are outdoors 
together, it has been necessary to close off part of Lang 
Street in front of the school, to be used as extra playground 
space. 


Two years ago it was proposed to enlarge the playground 
by filling in the ravine back of the school, providing a wider 
area for the school to use. This project still deserves favor- 
able consideration. 


Our High School 


The daily classroom schedule this year consists of six 
one-hour periods instead of seven periods of 45 to 50 min- 
utes. By this plan it is possible for the students to get 
started on their homework under the guidance of the teacher, 
and more help can be given to those who need it, creating 
conditions for better learning. 

Courses offered are College Preparatory, General, Home 
Economics, General Shop, and Business. Most of the sub- 
jects offered are electives, and sometimes the number of 
pupils in a class is small. This has made it possible for us 
to alternate certain courses—for example, chemistry has 
been offered for one year and phwvsics the next. This year 
the groups have become so large that we are discontining 
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the practice of alternating a number of these subjects. Then, 
too, some of our required courses have been divided into 
two sections, as they contain more than forty students and 
it is our policy to divide such large classes in order to allow 
for more individual instruction. 


There is no study hall where pupils can work quietly be- 
tween classes, as the large room once used for this purpose 
is now being used most of the day as a classroom. Teachers 
are often required to teach a specific subject to a group in the 
front of the room, and supervise a group of study pupils on 
the side. Many students find it difficult to study under these 
conditions. 


Because of the lack of adequate facilities in certain sub- 
ject areas, it is our unpleasant duty to exclude some students 
from taking courses they would like because there is not 
room for them. This is true of shop and home economics 
classes, which are limited to twelve each, because the rooms 
are inadequate in size. Space for typewriting classes is also 
limited. 


For pupils desiring vocational courses not available loc- 
ally. the State will pay tuition at a vocational school else- 
where. One of our Meredith boys is taking a course in agri- 
culture at Laconia high school, under this plan. 


The need for variety of courses of a vocational nature 
becomes more evident year by year. This need can never be 
met within the curriculum of the small high school. Other 
states are finding the regional or cooperative high school the 
best answer to this problem; and we firmly believe that 
Meredith would benefit by joining with other nearby dis- 
tricts to work out its plan for improved school facilities, 
rather than trying to carry its own burden alone. 


Among the improvements at our high school, the construc- 
tion of a new office over the stair well is the most outstand- 
ing. The old office is being set up as a school library. This 
plan was originated as the result of a study by the Citizens 
Committee, whose work in our behalf is much appreciated. 
We also wish to express our appreciation to the American 
Legion for their gift of a new flag, and to the Meredith Vil- 
lage Players for a new projector screen for each school. 


School Marks 


The topic, “Methods of Reporting Pupil Progress,” has re- 
ceived much attention in teachers’ meetings and parent- 
teacher groups throughout this supervisory union during 
the past year. An individual conference between a teacher 
and a parent (sometimes the pupil also being present) seems 
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to be the most satisfactory method of reporting, especially 
for the lower grades. 


In November, a three-day workshop of teachers and par- 
ents on this subject was held at Ashland. As usual, many 
questions were raised and few answered at these meetings; 
but several points seemed to be generally accepted. A few 
of these are stated below: 


(1) School marks (either ‘‘A-B-C-D” or percentage) are 
undesirable because they emphasize unfair competition and 
create fear of failure. 


(2) A pupil’s growth in learning involves so many fac- 
tors that it is impossible to reduce it to any single mark, 
either letter or number. 


(3) A mark of C may be given by one teacher for a certain 
piece of work, whereas another teacher might give a mark 
of A for the same. No clear definition of marks has ever 
been made that can overcome this difference of opinion. 


(4) Parents seem to favor having more detailed reports, 
covering a pupil’s growth in character, good work habits, 
etc., even though the reports do not come so often. 


(5) Parents are becoming accustomed to the idea of dis- 
cussing with the teacher the progress of their children. No 
longer do they dread the teacher’s coming, or meet her at the 
door with the question, “What is wrong now?” A friendly 
visit to the school by each parent is coming to be accepted 
as regular routine. 


Conclusion 


Various details mentioned in this report point to the need 
in the near future of new construction. It is hoped that a 
committee to be appointed at the annual meeting will be 
able to bring in a specific program that will be a credit to 
Meredith in the years to come. We have been patching things 
up with temporary improvements for a long time. From 
now on, let us set up a plan which looks right, and start in 
to build, even though we may only take one step at a time 
in building.

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Report of School Nurse 
June 1951 — June 1952 


As in the past, all pupils in grades I, IV, VII and X have 
been given a complete physical examination by the school 
doctor. Total number examined—233. 


The number of students active in sports has increased in 
the past year. 


The dental inspection clinic this year included grades I- 
VIII. Forty children were found to need immediate care 
or care in the near future, and notices were sent to parents. 


The N. H. Tuberculosis Assn. assists with the skin or 
patch test for students in the first grade and all new students. 
Total—67; reactors—2; chest X-ray—2. 


The chestmobile from the Dept. of Public Health was in 
Meredith in June and 80 students from the high school were 
X-rayed. Positive—0. It is hoped to have the chestmobile 
here for X-rays for the high school students on an annual 
basis. 


The Massachusetts vision testing machine is available 
through the Dept. of Education for use in schools. Number 
tested—436; defects—30; improved—30. 


The Maico Audiometer is used annually for testing a child’s 
hearing. Number tested—436; defects—4; improved—3. 


The Child Health and Pre-School Conference is held each 
spring in March, April and May, sponsored by the State 
Board of Public Health and the Meredith Public Health 
Nursing Assn., and is also available to any child entering 
school next fall.
